But I lookd upon it to be the beſt 
Service I was capable Ll doing at this time, to 
ſhew, that tho our Excellent Conſtitution in 
Church and State, is ſtrong enough to reſiſt all 
the direct, and open Batteries of our Enemies, 
yet that it may be undermined by the indireft 
Artifices of Diſſimulation and Hypocriſie. And 
{= tho it is a fte Device of carrying on one Vil- 
lany, under the ſpecious Pretence of bewailing 
another, yet it would not ſo readily recurr, 


had it not been often found to have proved ſuc- 
ceſsful. 11

R Saviour having laſh'd the 
W SHS Phariſees for ſeveral Vices, to 
which they were notoriouſly ad- 

8% dicted, notwithſtanding the En- 
2294 deavours they uſed, to caſt a 
Mit before the Eyes of the Vulgar. in a 
counterfeit ſhew of Piety and FHolineſs: 
Such as Ambition in Precedency of Place; 
Affectation of high Titles; Want of Devo- 


tion in the Midſt of a great many long wind-

ed Prayers, which aimed at nothing elſe 
but Applauſe and Worldly Intereſt ; a prepo- 
ſterous Induſtry in making Proſelytes, not to ad- 
vance the Cauſe of Religion, but to carry on 
ſome dark Contrivances and Deſigns of their 


own ; A preciſe and minute Obſervance of 


Things trifling and indifferent, whilſt they o- 
mitted the Weightier Matters of the Law, 


Judgment, Mercy, and Faith ; A prevaricating 


with God Almighty, by not only weakning the 
Force of an Oath; but opening a Gap to Perfi- 
dioufneſs, Breach of Faith and Perjury, by 
ſome nice and unheard of Diſtinctions; but 
above all, for a Vile and abominable Hypocri- 
fie, which ran through all their Diſcourſes, 
Geſtures, and Actions; and for which they 
are compared to whited Sepulchres, outwardly 
Beautiful, but within full of Dead Men's Bones, 
and all uncleanneſs; even ſo ye alſo, ſaith He, 
who needed not that any ſhould teſtifie of Man, 
for he knew what was in Man, outwardly ap- 
pear Righteous unto Men, but within ye are 
full of Hy pocriſie and Iniquſty. 

When our Saviour, I ſay, had ſeverely re- 
proved 'em for theſe, and other Faults which 
they wereguilty of : He produceth an Inſtance 
of one prevailing Practice, wherein is contain'd 
ſuch a Mixture of Arrogance, Prevarication, 
and Hypocriſie, as I believe can hardly be pa- 
rallelled, unleſs by one glaring Fact tranſacted 
amongſt our ſelves, which I had an Eye upon, 
when I made Choice of this Subject.

What it is, will be mentioned time enough; 
after 1 have opened the Nature of this Pha- 
riſaical Practice, which our Saviour denoun- 
ceth a Woe againſt, in the Words of my 
Text. 
Wo unto you Scribes and Phariſees, Hypo- 
erites ; becauſe ye build the Tombs of the Pro- 
phets, and garniſh the Sepulchres of the Righ- 
reo. 

And ſay, if we had been in the Day s of our 
e d would not have been Val rs 
with them in the Blood of the Prophets. 
Where we ſee a hard Cenſure paſt by the 
Phariſees upon the Actions of their Fore-Fa- 
thers, for imbruing their Hands in the Blood 
of the Prophets, whoſe Integrity, and Inno- 
cence, delerved a much better Fate in their 
Opinion; and therefore had they lived in the 
Days wherein they flouriſhed, they ſhould have 
expreſſed a juſt Abhorrence, and Deteſtation of 
that Cruelty and Injuſtice they met with, not 
through any Fault of their own, but through 
the Iniquities of the Times, which could not 
bear that freedom and openneſs of Speech, 
wherewith they rebuk'd Men in high Sta- 
tions, unable to put up ſuch an Affront, as 
to have their Faults ripped up, and expoſed, 
and therefore reſolved to diſpatch 'em out of 
the Way, for a Warning to others, not to 
interrupt them in the Midſt of their Sinful 
Pleaſures, by any unſeaſonable Checks for the 


future.

A hard and lamentable Caſe ! To be fen- 
tend thus to Death for ſuch friendly and 
charitable; Offices; the Thoughts whereof chill 
their Blood, even at this Diſtance, and fill 
their Minds at once with Pity and Indignation ; 


Ingratitude and Inhumanity ; and Indignation 
againſt their Murderers, who flew them, for 
no other Reaſon, but becauſe their own Works 
were Evil, and: the others Righteous _ + 
Uunhappy Men! of whom the World was 


not worthy ; to become a Sacrifice to Envy and 


Malice. O what a Stam-and Blemiſh doth 
this caſt upon their Progenitors ! for not dif- 
tinguiſhing Perfons of ſuch bright Characters 
and Abilities, but bringing them to an un» 


timely Death, whoſe Virtues they highly ho» 
Ac 


nour, and are willing to make the be 
knowledgments of that Regard they have for 
them, not only by ſhedding a Tear over their 
Aſhes ; but by perpetuating their Memories, 
in erecting Stately and Magnificent Monu- 
ments, to tranſmit their Names to the lateſt 
Poſterity. | ag 

Very ſpecious and pompous all this! and 
enough, one would think - to preſerve their 
own Names, as well as the Prophets from 
Oblivion: And ſo it hath done, for remem- 
bred they are, but to their eternal Shame and 
Reproach, for ſuch a notorious Piece of Page- 


antry and Hypocriſie; for imitating thoſe very 
Actions of their Fathers which they condemn-

For whilſt they were acting this Farce, the 
were at the ſame time, plotting and contriv- 
ing the Death of our Saviour, a Prophet more 
Honourable, more Innocent, and more Servi- 
ceable to the Publick than any, nay, than all 
that ever went before; not regarding, as it 
was verified in the Event, by what Means they 
executed their Deſigns, whether by ſpiriting 
up the People into Tumults and Inſurrections; 
by inſtilling falſe Outeries of the Dangers they 
were in, in Caſe he was let alone, by tlie 
coming of the Romans ; by calumniating Him 
as a Friend of Publicans and Sinners, a Sa- 
maritane, and one that had a Devil; by ſu- 
borning Falſe-Witneſſes; by intimidating the 
Judge ; by wreſting his Words to a Blaſphe- 
mous Meaning; by transferring: the Guilt of 
his Blood upon themſelves; or any other 
black Contrivance, whereby they might put a 
Period to that Life, which was as hateful to 
them, as his Death was beneficial to the whole 
World beſides. 

You have ſeen the Nature of that profound 
Difhmulation, which our Saviour chargeth up- 

on the Phargſees in my Text. | 
What comes the neareſt to it, of all the 
Facts I ever obſerved, or read of, was that 
mighty regard ſome -amongſt our ſelves ex- 
preſs'd, not long ſince, for Regal Power and 
Authority ;; „ for the King who 5

à Sacrifice (as upon this Day) by the Hands 


of his own Rebellious Subjects ; whilft them- 


ſelves were forming treaſonable Schemes, 


meditating a Civil War, and conſpiring againſt 
the Life of the Prince who now reigns over 
us; a Prince no way Inferior in the Arts of 
— to any of his Royal Predeceſ- 
Ors. | 

How were we all this. while amuſed with 
a ſpecious Cant of Republican and Anti-Ma- 
narchial Principles; how induſtriouſly did they 
ſpread the Doctrines of Paſſive- Obedience and 
Non-Reſiftance, how indefatigable were they 
in raiſing Mobs throughout the whole King- 
dom, and firing em with ſome Artful Cries 
of Forty One, of Rumps and Round- heads, and 
God knows what ; all under a plauſible Shew 
of deteſting thoſe Regicides, who had a Hand 
in bringing their Sovereign to the Block, 
whilſt their principal Deſign was to treat ano» 
ther Prince in the fame manner, as he had 
been treated, who was made the pretended 
Object of their Pity and Commiſeration. And 
for this Purpoſe, how was he loaded with 
ſuch groundleſs Calummes and Aſperſions, as 
could never have been entertained by any 
other Set of Men, than thoſe, who had been 
taught a new Faith by their Leaders, to be- 


lieve Things merely becauſe they are incredible. 


Nay, that no Colour might be wanting to 
varniſh over their pernicious Deſigns, the 


Church muſt be made a Stale, and repreſented - 
TTY to

to he in extreme Danger, tho they know not 
from whence, nor by whom. 

Nor were theſe Men, that I am ſpeaking 
of, Papiſts, and Nonjurors only; but ſuch 
as had given the Security of their Faith and 
Allegiance to the preſent Eſtabliſhment, by re- 
peated Oaths and Abjurations. 

Let me not omit one farther Fetch; they 
took care to applaud and magnify their own 
Loyalty, as fix'd upon ſome peculiar Princi- 
ple of that Church wherein they had been 
educated : As if, by the way, the Church of 
England had ſome diſtinguiſhing Criterion, or 
Principle of Loyalty which other Chriſtian 
Churches know nothing of ; and all this, (to 


* Fepeat it over again) whilſt they e 


the moſt undeniable Teſtimonies, in writing 
and acting of their Diſobedience and Diſloy- 
alty ; nay, and of their Treaſon and Rebel- 
lion, in levying War againſt their Liege Lord 
and Sovereign, and that without Pretence of 
any Grievance, or Male-Adminiſtration, un- 
leſs they thought it to be ſuch, becauſe he 
made the fame Laws the Rule of his Govern- 
ment, which maintain the Right and Proper- 
ty of the Subje& ; forgive him this Wrong. 
But if no Spirit ſeems to breath forth true 
Majeſty, but what is Tyrannical and Arbi- 
trary, he owns himſelf formed by Nature, and 
| influenced by Reaſon, to believe Princes were 
placed in their high Stations, for the Good and 
— ra not for the Ruin and Deſtructi- 
on of Mankind. Were

have this Day blotted out of the Kalendar, and

Were the Phariſees alive again, they would 
bluſh to ſee themſelves out done in the Arts of 
Diſſimulation. For tho' the Moderns tran- 
ſcribe after their Copy in the Main, only with 
exchange of Perſons, in celebrating the Me- 
mory of an unfortunate Prince, with a Pom- 
pous and awful Solemnity, whom their Fa- 
thers brought to a Tragical End; juſt as the 
Phariſees did with reſpe& to the Prophets ; 
yet it muſt be owned, that the Policy is not 
a little refined by ſome infected with this new 
Phariſaical Leven, inaſmuch as they play their 
Parts, with all the fame Windings and Dou- 
blings as the others did, and befides, know 
how to lie more concealed from Suſpicion and 
Danger, under the Sacred and Religious Diſ- 


guiſe of an Oath. : x 
But what then, ſome will ſay, would I 


no longer obſeryed, at the Anniverſary Re- 
turn of it, as a Day of Faſting and Humilia- 
tion, becauſe it hath been ſo notoriouſly abu- 
ſed by the Enemies of our preſent happy Eſta- 
bliſhment 2 No, it is none of my Buſineſs to 
mterpoſe my Advice in an Affair of this Na- 
ture. All Ordinances of the higher Powers 


muſt be ſubmitted to, till they are repealed 


hy the ſame Authority, whereby they were 
at firſt enacted, But I think it will be no 
Preſumption, and, I hope, no Offence neither, 


to ſay, I wiſh it were under ſuch Reftrictions 


and Regulations, that all who repair to the

What my preſent Thoughts ſuggeſt to me,

Fir, I wiſh that all Party Rage and Fury, 
which hath, for ſome Years laſt paſt, diſplay- 
ed it {eff with greater Fierceneſs and Animofi- 
ty upon this Day, than upon any one, nay, I 
had almoſt ſaid, than upon all the Days in the 
whole Year beſide, were, in ſome Meaſure 
check'd and abated, if it cannot, all on the ſud- 
den, be intirely aboliſh' d and extinguiſhed. For 
what a lamentable Sight is it, to ſee Men come 
reeking hot from Prayers and | Sermons, to 
vent their Spleen againſt the next they meet 
with, to whom they have haply taken ſome 
Diſtate, becauſe they do not embrace exactly 
the ſame Notions with them, about the Na- 
ture, Extent, and Original of Government; 
to fall foul upon 'em, merely becauſe they are 
not for ſtraining the Prerogative to a higher 
Pitch, than what is conſiſtent with the Laws 
of the Land, or the Liberty of the Subject; 


to fill Heaven and Earth with Out-cries and 


Noife, as if none were fit to live, who do 
not run the ſame Exceſs of Riot with them- 
ſelves, in declaring their Abhorrence of the 
execrable Murder committed upon this Day, 
by ſome outragious Reſentments ; * 3 
Be 5 eſt,

leſt, by ſome Abuſive and Reproachful Lan- 
age. 
. it is, that all they who were con- 
cerned in contriving, or executing this horrid 
piece of Villany have been called to a ſevere 
Account for it, in another World. And ſince 
every Man, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, muſt bear 
his own Burden, why ſhould they be arraign'd 
as Acceſſories, and Abettors, nay asi Principals 
(ſince the Law makes all to be ſuch in Mur- 


- der) who were not born, till after the bar- 


barous Act of this mournful Day was accom- 
pliſhed. | 

The Prophet Iſaiah upbraids ſome in his 
Time, who faſted for Strife and Debate, and 
mote with the Fiſt of Wickedneſs, and made 
their Voices to be heard on high, Iſaiah. 58. 
v. 4. an exact Deſcription of the Faſt of this 
Day, which very few obſerve with a true 
Senſe of Humiliation ; but it hath been made 
ſubſervient to Quarrels and Contentions ; nay, 
hath adminiſtred Leiſure, as well as occaſion 
to raiſe Tumults and Inſurrections. 

What Paſtime and Diverſion muſt this needs 
prove to our common Enemy the Papiſts, to 
ſee Proteſtants reviling and exaſperating each 
other for a Fact, which no Man now living 
could poſlibly have a Hand in; nor is it pro- 
bable, that our Variances could ever have ar- 
rived to ſuch an extravagant Height, had not 
they adminiſtred Fewel to the Flame, in 
hopes that whilſt we are biting and devour-

- Ing one another, we may be conſumed one of 
another. | 


Secondly, I would, at every Return of this 
Day, adviſe all true Britains and Proteſtants, 
ſeriouſly to lay to Heart, and conſider not on- 
Iy the unparallell'd Murder, which caſts ſuch 
a Stain and Blemiſh upon this Nation; but 
likewiſe to recolle& the unfortunate Meaſures, 
which pav'd the Way to this. diſmal 'Tragedy 
that enſu'd. 

I have neither Inclination, nor Leiſure, at 
preſent, to trace Things up to their Original; 
they who do it judiciouſly and impartially, will 
not wholly excuſe them from having a ſhare 
in this barbarous Murder, who adviſed the 
unhappy Prince on the Throne, to take ſuch 
wrong Steps, as gave Riſe to the firſt Miſun- 
derſtandings between him and his People. For, 
if the Beginning of Strife be, as when one 
letteth out Water, Prov. 17. v. 14. eaſy, for the 
moſt part to be kept within its due Bounds, 
till a New Paſſage is opened; which whoever 
bath a Hand in, is anſwerable for the Deluge 
and Devaſtations that follow : So whoever 
open a Way to Jealouſies, which Jealouſies 
break forth into Libels and Invectives; which 
Libels engender Variance and Animoſities 
which Animoſities procure an Inteſtine and 
Civil War ; and which Civil War terminates 
in ſuch unnatural Barbarities, and Outrages, as 
no Tongue can expreſs; how ingemous * 

| the

the firſt Aggreſſor may be, in transferring the 
Fault upon others, yet the Guilt will in a 
great Meaſure lie at their own Doors. And 
therefore let them look to it, who' have been 
for inveſting our Princes with a diſpenſing Ar- 
bitrary Power, the unhappy Occaſion of that 
deluge of Miſeries, which hath overſpread this 
whole Nation, by times, for Fourſcore Years 
and which hath been very near ſinking us, 


and our Fathers into the irrecoverable Depths 


of Popery and Slavery. 


Thirdly, Let all thoſe who pretend a high- 
er Reſpect and Veneration for the Authority of 
Prinees than their Neighbours, take care to 
publiſh their inward Sentiments by Actions, 
rather than Words; for it is an eaſy Matter, 
to vaunt of, I know not what, extravagant 
Principles of unbounded Loyalty and Obedi- 
ence : But who ſhall aſſure us, in behalf of 
ſuch High-flying Boaſters, that their Nature 
will not be prone to recoil, nay, to riſe in 
Rebellion againſt their Principles; and if it 
doth, the Dads are vaſtly on Natures Side, eſ- 
pecially, when ſhe hath ſuch Principles to con- 
tend with, as have no Foundation in Law, 
Reaſon, nor Religion; ſuch as were never re- 
duced into Practice by any conſiderable Num- 


bers, but have moſtly, upon Trial, prov'd 
mere Cant and Oſtentation; as thoſe unfor- 
tunate Princes have found, by fatal Experi- 
ence, who have been credulous enough to be- 


lieve ſuch Confident Boaſting, We 
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We read, that St. Peter (and no doubt he 
thought himſelf in earneſt when he ſpake it) 
reſolv'd that Death it ſelf ſhould not put him 
upon denying his Maſter ; and yet a little af- 
ter, he not only denied him, but abjur'd him 
roo. 


Whether they, who make ſome exceſſive 
Rants of their own inflexible unlimited Loy- 
alty, are in the ſame Earneſt or no, I cannot 
determine; but this I may venture to ſay, that 
if any one hath imitated St. Peter's Fact, by 
denying and abjuring his Maſter, whom he 
hath confidently avow'd to be ſuth, by a 
Right unalienable and indefeafible, he will do 
well to imitate his Repentance too, of whom 
the Scripture takes notice, that upon recol- 
lecting his foul Prevarication and Perjury, he 
wept bitterly. 

o one will deny, but that the Memories 
of good Princes ought to be honoured, and 
{ſuch a one was the unfortunate Prince, whoſe 
Funeral Obſequies we are met this Day, as it 
were, to celebrate, who had a great many un- 
common Virtues rarely to be met with in 
Crown'd Heads. He was an Example of Con- 
jugal Love to his whole Court. A faithful 
Friend where he had once ſettled his Affecti- 
on. A Lover of true ſolid Learning, with- 
out the Mixture and Affectation of Pedantry, 
wherewith the former Reign was notoriouſly 
infected. He was an Enemy to all Mimick- 
ry, Drolling, and Buffoonry. A Prince of 
G Excel- 
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. 
Excellent Reaſoning, but too miſtruſtful of 
his own Judgment, which was the unhappy 
Occaſion of his being involyv'd in a great many 
Troubles and Difficulties : He was a ſtri& Ob- 
ſerver of Religious Duties, both Publick and 


Private, never known to give any Countenance 


to Licentiouſneſs or Ribaldry, or to a looſe 
way of jeſtiug upon Things Sacred or Serious. 
Let me add, whatever Miſmanagements were 
complain'd of in his Government, were look'd 
upon, by ſome ſober diſintereſted Perſons, to 
be more his Misfortune than his Fault; ow- 
ing more to the falſe Politicks of the former 
Reign, than his own. 


In ſhort, he was a Prince that deferv'd a 
much better Fate than he met with; and had 
he not been deluded into the ſpecious, but dan- 
gerous · Meaſures. of Arbitrary: Power, he had 
made as good a Figure in his Civil and Reli- 
gious Capacity, as any Prince we meet with 
in our Engliſh Chronicles. For, as to his 
Military Adventures, it muſt be confeſſed, in 
thoſe he generally prov'd unfortunate. 


Would any one know more of his Cha- 


racer, let him view the Portraiture he hath 


drawn of himſelf in his Eu Baoikinn OL 
let him read my Lord Clarendon's Hiltory, 
whoſe Repreſentation of the Virtues, where- 
with he was endowed, may be the rather cre- 
dited, becauſe he doth not deſcribe him in 
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a State of Perfection (as ſome have done) 
but makes him liable, in his Politick Capacity, 
to ſeveral Miſtakes and Infirmities. 

But whilſt we are celebrating the Memory 
of the Dead, it would be almoſt an unpardo- 
nable Fault to make no mention at all of the 
Living, eſpecially when we have a Prince up- 
on the Throne, revered by all Foreign States 
and Potentates, and which I may now fafely 
ſay, by far the Greateſt, as he hath always 
been by the Wiſeſt, and beſt part of his Sub- 
jects at home. What indefatigable Pains hath 
he been at, to retrieve the Honour of this Na- 
tion, which was ſunk to a very low Ebb, 
by the Artifices of a few buſie, intrigueing 
States-men, who (by the Help of the Pulpit) 
had reduced us to ſuch Extremities, that we 
had no other Proſpe& before us but Popery, 
and (its conſtant Attendant) Slavery or elſe 
Death: The Latter the more eligible Evil 
to all true Lovers of Britiſh Liberties; and 
genuine Sons of that Excellent Church where- 
in we had been educated. And therefore a 
profligate Writer, who was at that time, hired 
to poiſon the Nation, twice a Week, by a 
ſcurrilous Libel, gave this ſcofting Advice, 
that we would prepare to die decently, _ 

No Man can think, that I will offer todraw a 
Character at large, of the Prince who now reigns 5 
or indeed to give ſo much as a Detail of his 
Civil or Military Virtues ; his Fidelity, Cou- 
rage, Condu&, Juſtice, Prudence, and Cle- 
{DER £4 mency - 
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mency have been the Theme of much bet- 


ter, and abler Pens; and his great Judgment 
in diſcerning, and rewarding Men of Merits 
and Abilities, hath given as much SatisfaQi- 
on to his Friends; as it hath afforded Diſ- 
content and Uneaſineſs to his Enemies. The 
Choice of a Prince ſo truly qualify'd for Re- 
gal Power, ſhews no leſs the Wiſdom of 
thoſe who contrived the Proteſtant Suceſſi- 
on; than it proves the Happineſs of us, who 
live under the auſpicious Influence of his Ma- 
Jeſty's Government. A Choice that one would 
think ſhould for ever endear to us the Me- 
mory of our late glorious Deliverer, who, like 
Sampſon, more effectually defeated the Devi- 
ces of our Enemies, by ſigning the Succeſſion 
in the Houſe of Hanover, at his Death, than 
he did by all the Actions of his Life, though 
he ſnatched us, as it were a Firebrand from 
the Fire, and reſcued us from the Hands of 
our Enemies, when they had driven us to 
the very Brink of Ruin and Deſtruction. 

Go on, renown'd Prince! and may'ſt thou 
live to ſee the Peace and Repoſe of all Eu- 
rope ſettled upon that Foundation which thou 
haſt happily laid.

May'ft 
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May'ſt thou overcome the Malice of thoſe 
few Enemies thou haſt left ; or if they are too 
ſtubborn and refractory to bend, and comploy 
with thoſe Meaſures, which makes for their 
own and the Nation's Good; may'ſt thou, as 
hitherto thou haſt done, defeat all their De- 
vices, and diſappoint that Stale Phariſaical 
Project in carrying on one Rebellion, under the 
ſpecious Diſguiſe of lamenting the ſad Cala- 
mities and Miſeries of another. 

Give me leave here a little to enlarge my 
Wiſhes. 

May all Officers and Soldiers, to whoſe 
Fidelity, Courage, and Loyalty, the preſent 
Peace and Security we enjoy, is in a great 
Meaſure owing, endeavour to preſerve that 
Reputation, by a quiet and inoffenſive Beha- 
viour in their ſeveral Reſpective Quarters, 

which they have deſervedly acquir'd in the 
Field, by their Matchleſs Valour, both at 
Home and Abroad. Since it is certain, there 
are a great many watchful Eyes to ſpy out 
and aggravate every Abuſe and Miſdeamea- 
nour they are guilty of; and tlierefore hap- 
py would it be, both for themſelves, and us, 
if they would cut off Occaſion from all them 
that ſeek Occaſion, who can never hope to 
renew their treaſonable Projects, till they have 
by one Means or other, got the Army diſ- 
banded, and reduc'd us again to a Naked and 
Defenſeleſs Condition.

of the Day requireth, humble our Souls in a 
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And here, was I Maſter of an agreeable 
Addreſs, equal to the Undertaking, I would 
paſs my Compliment upon thoſe Officers and 
Soldiers quarter'd amongſt us, for the ſtri& 
Diſcipline they obſerve; for their ſober and 
obliging Carriage; particularly what becomes 
me to take ſpecial Notice of, for their due 


Reſort hither, and orderly Behaviour during 


the Time of Divine Service. By all which, a 
good Agreement and Underſtanding hath been 
begot, and may it long be maintained between 
them and the Inhabitants of this Place. 

May all Contentions between his Majeſty's 
Subjects, for the future be, who ſhall be moſt 
forward and zealous in maintaining the Royal 
Dignity and Prerogative. In helping to ſup- 
port the Crown, that it may fit as light upon 


his Head, as the Care of his own Dominions, 
and a watchful Eye upon the Intrigues and 
Intereſts of Foreign Princes will admit; till 


he changeth his Farthly Diadem for a Heaven- 
ly, and is tranſlated, in a good old Age, from 
the Troubles of this World to the Joys of 
the next. | 

And then, may the Illuſtrious and High- 
born Prince of Wales, ſucceed to his Crown 
and his Virtues, and may we never want a 
Branch of the Houſe of Hannover to reign

And may every one 
here preſent, ſtrive to reform, and amend his 
own Life, that God may delight to do us 
good for the future; and may we all be ad- 
viſed by the Prophet Samuel, to tread the 
good and the right Way, which is this. On- 
ly let us fear the Lord, and ſerve him in 
Truth, with all our Heart, conſidering how 
great Things he hath done for us. But if we 
ſhall ſtill do wickedly, we Hall be conſumed 
both we and our King. | 
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
